WASHINGTON (A P)—Here is 
a brief outline 
of 
the 
main 
features of the civil righta bill; 
Establishments offering food, 
lodging, gasoline and entertain­ 
ment to the public must serve 
all persons without discrim ina­ 
tion. 
Owner-occupied 
rooming 
houses with five or less rooms 
for rent are exempt. 
Discrimination in employment 
is prohibited. The ban applies to 
employers, labor unions, hiring 
halls and employment agencies 
and covers hiring, firing, pro­ 
motions, pay and other condi­ 
tions of employment. 
Authority is provided for cut­ 
ting funds for federal aid pro­ 
gram s if discrimination is found 
in their administration by state 
or local authorities.

CLEVELAND (AP) — Ohio 
Democrats and the labor lead­ 
ers who brought President Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson here for 
speech reacted with enthusiasm 
to the chief executive’s brief 
appearance Wednesday. 
John L. Crull, vice president 
of the Communications Workers 
of America, said flatly Johnson 
will roll up the biggest popular 
and electoral vote next fall 
since the late Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt. 
Crull, of Wichita, Kan., said 
after Johnson’s speech to the 
AFL-CIO union’s national con 
vention that the President’s vote 
might exceed FDR’s regardless 
of whether Sen. Barry Coldwa­ 
ter is the Republican presiden 
tial candidate. Crull included 
Ohio in his observations. 
Robert D. Bollard of Colum 
bus, secretary-treasurer of the 
Ohio AFL-CIO, shared Crall’s 
enthusiasm to the extent that he 
felt state election results would 
be “the closest thing to another 
1958.” 
That was the year Democrats 
rode the “right to work” issue 
to an Ohio non • presidential 
sweep in which U. S. Sen. Steph 
en M. Young unseated GOP Sen. 
John W. Bricker. Democrats 
also took over most statehouse 
offices and control of the legis 
lature. 
Johnson’s appearance at th e 
convention was another in a ser­ 
ies of union addresses described 
by observers as an obvious bid 
for labor support. He previous 
ly addressed union meetings in 
Atlantic City and New York 
Although the President skirted 
political issues in his address 
here, he called for a ban on 
“cheap, mud - slinging personal 
politics” in off-the-cuff remarks 
to an entnusiastic Cleveland air­ 
port crowd that turned out to 
greet him. 
“If we can just restrain our­ 
selves,” he said, “and not tear 
each other to pieces, America 
will not only be the land of the 
free but the land of the pros­ 
perous and the brave.” 
Citing a loss of more than two 
million jobs a year to automa­ 
tion, Johnson called for a na­ 
tional manpower policy through 
cooperation of labor, manage­ 
ment and government. 
He said such a policy is need­ 
ed to cope with changes in the 
American economy. Changes cit­ 
ed were a growing labor force, 
a decline in jobs for the un- 
skilled 
and 
“replacement of 
man by machine.” 
His speech drew repeated ap­ 
plause and cheers from an esti­ 
mated 4,000 delegates and spec­ 
tators in the big auditorium only 
partially filled because tight se­ 
curity made public access dif­ 
ficult.

Federal Bodies Charged 


With Violating Promises 


Congressman William H. Har­ 
sha, Ohio 6th District, yester­ 
day lashed out at the adminis­ 
tration and Congress, charging 
them with reneging on their pro­ 
mise to the taxpayers and fiscal 
irresponsibility. 
In a speech appearing in the 
Congressional 
R e c o r d 
on 
Wednesday, Congressman Har­ 
sha pointed out that Section I of 
the recently-enacted tax cut bill 
states that “it is the sense of 
Congress that the tax reduction 
provided by this bill . . . will, 
after a brief transitional! peri­ 
od, r a i s e revenues and that 
such revenue increases should 
first be used to eliminate the 
deficits in the administrative 
budgets and then to reduce the 
public debt.” “This declaration 
further states,” he said, *. . . 
that Congress, by this action, 
recognizes the importance of 
taking all reasonable means to 
r e s t r a i n government spend­ 
ing.’ ” 
Furthermore, the administra­ 
tion promised to restrain gov­ 
ernment spending and only six 
months ago, stated the project­ 
ed p u b l i c debt of $309 billion, 
as of June 30, 1964, would be 
adequate,” he said. “Now it’s 
asking for an increase of $15 
b i l l i o n above that. To date, 
there has been no restraint in 
either congressional or adminis­ 
trative spending of tax dollars. 
The administration and Co n ­ 
gress have violated their prom­ 
ise to the taxpayers,” Harsha 
charged. 
“The New Deal philosophy of 
‘tax and spend’ has been dis­ 
carded for a new philosophy of 
‘borrow and spend,’ ” he said. 
“The level of federal spend­ 
ing by the administration dur­ 
ing the months of May and 
June 1964 will reach the highest 
point in history — an annual 
rate of $105 billion, in spite 
of the fact that the nation is fac­ 
ing a deficit of $9 billion for fis­ 
cal 1964 and an anticipated de­ 
ficit in fiscal 1965 of over $6 bil­ 
lion,” the congressman alleged. 
“To continue the excessive 
rate of government spending in 
the face of an $11 billion tax re­ 
duction, a $9 billion deficit for 
fiscal 1964, a further deficit of 


$6 billion for fiscal 1965, and an 
increase of $15 billion in the pub­ 
lic debt ceiling is sheer fiscal 
irresponsibility. It is the obliga­ 
tion of Congress to execute its 
promise to the American tax­ 
payers by practicing fiscal re­ 
sponsibility and rejecting the 
administration’s request to in­ 
crease the debt limit,” Har­ 
sha concluded.

During an hour-long hearing 
Wednesday and at preliminar­ 
ies Monday, Judge Lewis offerec^^ 
the supervisors the initiative ir^ P 
reopening the schools. They did 
not take it. His tough order fol­ 
lowed. 
Judge Lewis declined to spell 
out exactly how much money 
the board should appropriate, as 
sought by Negro attorneys. He 
told the supervisors they must 
operate 
schools 
substantially 
equal to those in other rural 
counties. 
The court continued its injunc­ 
tion against the payment of tu­ 
ition grants for private educa­ 
tion in the county as long as 
the 
public 
schools 
remain 
closed. 
Lewis turned down a request 
by the Negro attorneys that he 
order the county to hire a pub­ 
lic school faculty and school 
employes on a nondiscrimina­ 
tory basis. He said the Supreme 
Court had not required it. 
He said, however, the schools 
must be operated on a nondis­ 
criminatory basis for the pu­ 
pils. 
A spokesman for the super­ 
visors said in Farmville that 
he thought the board would 
meet before the weekend for a 
briefing by its special counsel, 
J. Segar Gravatt, and would 
‘reach some decision by June 
25.” 
Gravatt on Monday had asked 
the court what penalties the su­ 
pervisors might expect if they 
‘find it impossible to comply.” 
Lewis said Wednesday that 
prejudgment 
was 
improper. 
“Just let them disobey it,” he 
said. “I’ll tell them then what 
the penalty will be.” 
The supervisors cut off oper­ 
ating funds for the schools in 
1959 after the U.S.

in four years of night classes. 
William Warden, principal of 
Jordan’s adult high school, said: 
“This is a tremendous man 
and a wonderful student. He is 
an outstanding public speaker, 
and last year he delivered the 
graduation 
benediction 
even 
though he wasn’t graduating. So 
this year we gave him that as­ 
signment again. Everyone is so 
happy for him.” 
All of Elmore’s seven daught 
ers and three sons got good jobs 
in a variety of fields. Five be­ 
came teachers, two nurses. One 
of the teachers died six years 
ago. 
One son is a biologist, one a 
musician. One of the nurses is 
now a graduate student, pursu­ 
ing a master’s degree in nurs­ 
ing administration. They range 
in age from 27 to 43. 
“Every one of them wanted 
to go to college and every one 
worked to help me put them 
through,” Elmore said.

About Third of Voters Know 
Right Now How They'll Ballot

ANN ARBOR, Mich. (AP)— 
For the American voter there 
are 189 shopping days until 
Christmas — and just 52 fewer 
than that to pick a personal 
choice for president. 
For some voters, it just isn’t 
long enough. 
Some will wait until the can­ 
didates emerge officially from 
the party conventions. Some 
will choose during the cam­ 
paign. Perhaps one in IO will 
wait until the last two weeks. 
Between 30 and 40 per cent, 
most of them party stalwarts, 
know now—and will know all 
along. 
But when current issues tend 
to pull a voter away from the 
party of his allegiance, he takes 
much longer to decide. 
“People often say they vote 
for the man — because that 
seems the intelligent thing to do 
—but many of them are actual­ 
ly voting for the party,” ex­ 
plained Prof. Angus Campbell 
of the Survey Research Center 
of the University of Michigan’s 
Institute for Social Research. 
The center’s interviewers and 
analysts have been doing deep, 
nationwide studies of American 
voters in every national elec­ 
tion since 1948, probing not only 
how he votes, but why. 
From their figures, the Airier 
lean voter stacks up this way 
in noncritical times: 
Twenty per cent are strong 
Democrats. 
Twenty-five 
per 
cent 
are 
weak Democrats. 
Twenty-five per cent are non 
partisan, popularly called the 
independents. 
Fifteen per cent are weak 
Republicans. 
Fifteen per cent are strong 
Republicans. 
In the off-year elections, when 
the races are largely local or 
congressional, interest is low' 
est. The strong party affiliates 
go to the polls in strength. But 
a great percentage of independ 
ents, and a lesser percentage of

Who then are the imdepen 
dents? The old textbook notion 
is that they are the true weigh 
ers of the issues, the judges 
the arbiters of national con 
a c i e n e a.

While largely the independents 
constitute a range of apathy be­ 
tween the two parties, they also 
yield an unusual one per cent 
who are likely the elite of the 
voting population. These few are 
among the best informed voters, 
but they salute neither party 
flag. 
The independents began as a 
movement of enlightened voters 
weary of party promises and 
corruption, who wanted better 
government. They are dubbed 
the Mugwumps, but they bore 
little similarity to the inde­ 
pendent voter of today. 
The strong party voter, on 
the other hand, is better in­ 
formed 
as 
a group. But as 
much as he reads, hears and 
sees, he likely will not change 
his basic allegiance short of a 
major personal revolution. 
His politics are hereditary, 
passed on from his parents in 
the conditioning of youth. 
The Republican party rose 
from the stress of the Civil War 
as the nation's popular choice. 
By 1884 this was evening out, 
and in the years following the 
national 
alignment 
became 
basically regional, 
with 
the 
South and West aligned against 
the North and East. 
From the turn of the century, 
the Republicans rose again in 
popularity, 
bowing 
only 
to 
Woodrow Wilson, but still" hold­ 
ing the largest share of popular 
sentiment. 
Then 
cam« the depression 
and the personal revolution for 
many American voters in the 
1930s. 
The 
movement began 
with Franklin D. Roosevelt in 
1932 and reached its height in 
1936. 
In the economically troubled 
nation, a distinct class division 
of the vote was created. 
Then in the 1950s, the class 
distinction smoothed out in a 
turnabout of public sentiment to 
one man, Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er. Yet while this popular Re­ 
publican 
was 
winning 
near­ 
record shares of the popular 
vote, his party had to settle for 
the old split that has favored the 
Democrats since the 1940s — 54 
to 46. 
In 1960, John F. Kennedy took 
the presidency with only 50 per 
cent of the popular vote. But his 
party held on to its 54 per cent 
edge in other elections that 
year. 
All of this indicates a sort of 
sophistication of the voter — a 
man who has learned to split

his ticket to separate his party 
of choice from its prime candi­ 
date.

Legendary Central Market 
In Paris Will Be Moved

PARIS —“ Paris just won’t be 
the same,” one is glumly as­ 
sured by a sad - faced fish mer­ 
chant at Les Hailes, Paris’ leg­ 
endary central market. 
And it probably never will. 
The reason? The tide of prog­ 
ress is finally pushing Emile 
Zola’s famed “Belly of Paris” 
— Les Hailes Market — i n t o 
suburbia, after 824 years. The 
move will be a gradual one, cov­ 
ering two to three years in all, 
but tourists will find it increas­ 
ingly difficult to get the tradi­ 
tional early - morning bowl of 
onion soup in the Les Hailes 
district a f t e r a night on t h e 
town. 
For Parisiens the market’s re­ 
location will be an especially sad 
one. For one t h i n g it will 
mean a change in the way of 
life of hundreds of market ven­ 
dors who will be forced to evac­ 
uate their homes in the 600- 
acre market site, a landmark 
since its establishment in 1137. 
The French are slow to let 
efficiency interfere with their 
jolorful traditions, and they tend 
to g r o w nostalgic o v er the 
gradual change in their city’s 
landscape as progress continues 
to encroach on the traditional 
way of life. 
The meat and vegetable mar­ 
ket has become a problem un­ 
forseen by the ancient Capetian 
kings. Paris traffic is snarled 
hopelessly every day due to the 
bottleneck at Les Hailes, and 
after three and a half years of 
looking into the problem, the 
French government has decided 
ifs time for the market to start 
moving h o u s e . The new site 
will be the somewhat austere 
suburb of Rungis, from where 
eight million Frenchmen, one- 
fifth of France’s population, will 
be fed. 
Moving is never a s i rn p ii e 
matter, but in the market’s case 
it’s a $50 million operation. But 
Les Hailes had been more than 
an economic v e n t u r e ; it has 
been a way of life for every 
Frenchman. At 4 a. rn. when the 
market dramatically comes to 
life, it’s a common sight to see 
fashionable members of Paris’s 
night club world patronizing the 
same cafes as Les llalles cheese 
merchants and butchers. 
Resettlement of the Les Hai­ 
les merchants will bring about 
the passing from the s c e n e 
of a colorful breed of Parisiens. 
For the fabled dames of L e s 
Hailes, as the women who com­ 
pose the majority of the mer­ 
chants are called, have his­ 
torically been a highly i n d i-

Unanimous 
Verdict Ruled 


Not Required 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 
unanimous verdict isn’t manda­ 
tory for conviction in a three- 
judge court, the Ohio Supreme 
Court has ruled. 
The 6-1 decision, announced 
late Wednesday, reversed a 3rd 
Ohio District Court of Appeals 
ruling of 14 months ago. The 
case involves Royal Robbins, a 
Fostoria truck driver later of 
Chicago, who was indicted by 
a Hancock County grand jury on 
a charge of arson. It was al­ 
leged he set fire to his house 
Oct. IO, 1961, burning his furni­ 
ture, during a family dispute. 
A three-judge panel heard the 
case in Hancock County Com­ 
mon Pleas Court after he plead­ 
ed innocent and waived a jury 
trial. Two signed a verdict find­ 
ing Robbins guilty of arson, but 
the third did not sign. 
In the appeal to the 3rd Dis­ 
trict appellate court, it was ar­ 
gued among other things that, if 
one judge failed to join in the 
verdict, the court could not have 
been convinced beyond a reas­ 
onable doubt. 
The appeallate court then re­ 
versed common pleas 
court, 
holding that conviction by a 
three-judge 
court requires 
a 
unanimous v e r di c t. Hancock 
County’s prosecutor, who ap­ 
pealed to the Supreme Court, 
said at the time it was the first 
decision in this regard ever 
rendered in Ohio

Garden in Y ellowbud Vies 
With Eden Collectionwise 


Louis J. Helwig, Yellowbud, is 
not just a dedicated gardener. 
This man is one of the sev­ 
en wonders of the world. You 
have only io visit his 34-acre 
p l a c e on old Route 104 to 
realize that here indeed is a 
garden th at is a modern coun­ 
terp art of Eden. 
Mr. and Mrs. Helwig h a v e 
lived in Yellowbud for alm ost 19 
years. The 
entire 
acreage 
is 
under cultivation with well clip­ 
ped g r a s s paths leading be­ 
tween 
orchard 
and 
vegetable 
patches, 
asparagus 
beds 
and 
perennial borders. 
Louis Helwig now has a roto­ 
tiller. But for m any years he did 
m uch of the ground preparation 
by spading. 
* * * 
A RETIRED chef, he works 
from 6 a. rn. to 4 p. rn. And see­ 
ing these gardens one realizes 
that a prodigious am ount of la­ 
bor 
is 
required 
to 
m aintain 
them at their present level of 
grooming. 
Helwig is an organic garden­ 
er. He is not a fanatic he says, 
but he b e I i e v e s quite firm ly 
in organic gardening methods. 
His r e s u l t s m ay not be per­ 
fection, but the y i e l d is good. 
Chem ical fertilizers are never 
used. 
“ We have p l e n t y of every­ 
thing. And if th ere’s something 
left over for the bugs we a r e 
glad to share,” he said. 
But j u d g i n g 
from 
the 
unblemished apples on h i t 
maiden blush and early har­ 
vest trees, the worms won’t 
get the apples. T h e s e are 
old fashioned 
varieties 
and 
difficult to come by. But Lou­ 
is Helwig scouted around un­ 
til he found them. 
This gardener has a scientific 
approach to gardening and has 
his eyes trained to notice w hat’s 
going on in the plant world. He 
carries on rath er extensive cor­ 
respondence with other garden­ 
ers. 
When a visitor swings into the 
Helwig drivew ay, his first im ­ 
pression is one of peace and or­ 
d er and beauty. But it s only a 
half second 
before 
something 
curious takes his eye. Above the 
fence along the perennial border 
there is a stone ja r turned on its 
side with a bird's nest protrud­ 
ing. 
* * • 
THEN you take note of t h e 
perennial border with its back­ 
ground OI c l i m b i n g roses. 
F or a I o n g the fence grow Dr. 
Van Fleet, Blaze, Pink Am eri­ 
can Beauty and A m erican Pil­ 
lar. 
The perennial border, a wide 
one, had sundrops, coral bells, 
daisies, feverfew, basket of gold 
allysum , O riental poppies, ba- 
bysbreath, butterfly weed and 
iris. Elsew here were m ore iris 
and peonies and perennial ver­ 
bena and pinks. 
One tim e this interpid garden­ 
e r w anted to dye some plant m a­ 
terial. He discovered very little 
research had been done on flor­ 
al dyes. In short order, he set to 
work com pounding dyes of his 
own, 
wrote 
a 
pam phlet 
and 
m ade the rounds of the county 
fairs. He sold the pam phlets for 
25 cents apiece and a package 
of four floral dyes for two dol­ 
lars. His dyes, incidentally, are 
excellent. 
Helwig 
raises 
u n i c o r n 
p l a n t s . These have curious 
teed pods which remind one 
of a bird. He contacted sever­ 
al factories where he investi­ 
gated the possibilities of hav­ 
ing plastic heads manufactur­ 
ed which he could stick on the 
unicorn pods. He has a b a n ­ 
doned this project for the time 
being! 
Helwig 
apprenticed 
for 
his

“ The old ones is all (m ean­ 
ing gone, finished, the end) and 
the new ones ain't (meaning a r­ 
rived) yet.” 
“ We grow too soon oldt and 
too late schm art.” 
These are cited as true ex­ 
amples of the mating of the dia­ 
lect with English in the Penn­ 
sylvania Dutch country: 
“ Outen the light.” Outen is a 
word that does yeoman service. 


“ He is wonderful sick.” “ Won­ 
derful” is widely used in the 
sense of very, exceptional, etc. I 
“ Make the door open.” 
“ E at 
your 
mouth 
empty 
once.” 
“ I’ll eat up and down,” m ean­ 
ing on the run. 
Hoppes, for 46 years a teacher 
athletic coach and school prin­ 
cipal, is of Pennsylvania Dutch 
descent. All his formal educa­ 
tion, including higher (learning 
at Kutztown State, Muhlenberg 
and Moravian, has been close to 
Pennsylvania 
Dutch roots and 
traditions. 
Hoppes is secretary of the Hel­ 
lertown Chamber of Commerce, 
an officer of several Pennsyl­ 
vania Dutch organizations, and 
active 
in 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Dutch Folklife Society. 
The areas of the state heavily 
populated by the Pennsylvania 
Dutch are to no smaill degree bi­ 
lingual, in somewhat the same 


way South Africa is, with its 
English and Afrikaans. 
Pennsylvania Dutch is used in 
all forms of social com munica­ 
tion. It is widespread in busi­ 
ness and professional life. It is 
employed in church services. A 
grasp of the dialect and some 
familiarity with the background 
of the people who use it are 
needed for an appreciation of
